The original [)atent claimed less than the Applicants were entitled to claim by failing to claim the subject 
matter in broadened new claims 26-90. For example, in comparing new claim 26 with the original patent 
claims 1 and 1 1 , it can be seen that both the original patent claims 1 and 1 1 used the terminology that "the 
semiconductor peiiet is mounted face down on the rigid substrate" This terminology is not used in new 
claim 26 since it does not limit the invention to a rigid substrate and does not use the term "face down " 
Similarly, with regard to original independent claims 14 and 22, these claims define that the resin member 
seals the semiconductor pellet. Claim 26 defines this differently, specifying that the resin sealing body 
seals the "main surface of said semiconductor peiiet exposed from said slit "
